Last night Miss Phillips sustained, for the first time, the arduous 
character of Belvidera, in Otway’s Tragedy of Venice Preserved.— 
Notwithstanding the difficulties of the part in the original, and the 
long cherished impression of the excellence which has been displayed 
in igs representation, Miss Phillips by her performance of Belvidera 
has fulfilled all the expectations created by her former exhibitions.— 
Her most successful efforts were.in the scenes with her husband, where 
she dwells upon the fondness of her attachment, and reluctantly sepa- 
rates from his embraces ; the scene where she narrates the loathsome 
advances of Renault ; and her reply to Jaffer, ‘ No, for Brutus trusted 
her,’ here, her look, tone, and attitude were perfect. Her excellencies 
were, however, not unmingled with some defects; we fear she wants 
sensibility, and that she does not depend sufficiently on her own feel- 
ings, as her acting appeared somewhat studied : she was, however, if 
not all we could have wished, still very charming, and was most 
warmly applauded through the whole of her performance. Young’s 
masterly performance of the gallant soldier, Péerre, is too well known 
to require much comment ; we never saw him play it better, 

Mr. Cooper played the part of Jaffer with great energy; he was a 
little too boisterous, and was once reminded of it, by a sound very 
unpleasant to an actor’s ears, but onthe whole it was a very credita- 
ble effort. After the Ballet of Little Goody Two Shoes, the humor- 
ous new Farce of My Wife! what Wife? was acted for the third time, 
and excited the most general laughter and applause. We rarely have 
seen a piece so well played in all its'‘parts as this Farce ; and to that, 
itis mainly indebted for its great success.
